warehouses, is giving confidence to 
the banks of the great wheat sur- 
plus States. They have come for- 
ward to lend large amounts to the 
co-operative wheat marketing as- 
sociations when they learned that 
the intermediate credit banks were 
about to negotiate loans running 
into millions of dollars. 

The Federal Farm Loan Boards 
thus has already demonstrated its 
willingness to loan on wheat and 
in fact has gone much further 
than offering to loan to the co-op- 
eratives. One of itg banks alone 
has Made a loan of more than a 
million and one-half dollars 4i- 
rect to co-operatives in the Kansas 
wheat belt.

The corpora- 
tien could then operate the vari- 
ous units as a public warehousing 
system. When the corporation 
meets all the requirements of the 
Act and the regulations, and when 
it is determined that the various 
units are suitable for the purpose 
of the Act, a license would be is- 
sued to the corporation. to operate 
the different plante. The ¢orpora- 
tion, however, would be ebliged to 
operate the different units as pub- 
lic storage places. ' 

The official] statement has a note 
of hopelessness in it. Suttadie 
for the various purposes of the 
Act,” for instance, seems a little 
vague, but it means that the farm 
storage place must have facilities 
for weighi and grating the 
grain. The holder of a warehouse 
receipt is entitled to take out of 
the warehouse wheat of the same 
grade that he puts in.

CHAPTER 7-—-CONTINUED 
DOMESTIC TRADE 

Henry Hall said many years ago 
that every financial crisis is pre- 
ceded by a slackening of trade. In- 
vestors must be quite as alert to 
see the handwriting on the wall as 
the bankers. If they are to antici- 
pate and Ake advantage of condi- 
tions they must be on the alert. 
Our commercial history since 1914 
affords many examples. 
In 1919 anythi ould sell, in 
fact merchants have been known 
in the East to revise price tags up- 
ward because the public refused to 
buy at low prices. In 1920-1921 
conditions were somewhat dif- 
ferent, it required real salesman- 
ship jo sell and considerable mer- 
chan@jise had to be thrown on the 
market to liquidate so-called 
“frozen credits.” Adverse condt- 
tions were refiected in the income 
and outgo of railroads and public 
utilities. When business is apt to 
fall off the shrewd observer of 
fundamenta! economic: conditions 
can usually forecast the inevitable 
decline in securities. Likewis¢, 
when conditions promise to im- 
prove, the improvement will be 
foreshadowed by rising market 
values for stocks. 


COMMERCE ABROAD 

New money comes to us through 
foreign trade when we send bout 
more goods than we bring in. 
When we bring in more than we 
send out there must be a strain on 
our bank resources. Statements of 
our imports and exports always 
tell an interesting story, but wheu 
our great economists differ as to 
the advantage of a large balance in 
favor of any country in foreign 
trade, especially in view of present 
world-wide economic conditions, it 
is difficult to aon the situation 20 
the stock market. 

Since the Great War. merica 
has been the world's largest creed 
tor nation because we sent out 
considerably more goods than we 
have brought in. Our exports 
dwindled for quite a period after 
the war because depreciated cur- 
rency and buying power made it 
dificult for foreign nations to buy 
our goods. And here is the ap- 
Plication of this condition to 
American industry. America is 
the greatest producing nation in 
the world. It produces far in ex- 
cess. of its own requirements. All 
that is produced in excess of re- 
quiremente must be marketed elsv- 
where to insure capacity opera- 
tions in certain industries. Hence. 
the key to future prosperity of 
American industry lies in the crea- 
tion of foreign markets and 
stimulation of existing markets for 
American products. . 

COMPETITION 

Competition is another vital. 
economic facter that affects our 
financial markets, though the ef- 
fect is more specific than general. 
This is especially true of new and 
damaging competition in the form 
of a new product or service that 


ted renders some existing proguct or 


service obsolete. Competition in 
the old days often had a del>- 
terious effect on railroad securities. 
But, today it is the opinion that 
certain limited competition among 
railroads, free from legislative 
meddling would prove a healthful 


influence, Com on of the 
original Stands on Company 
was looked upon as ruinous to 
smaller independent companies. 


The effects of serious competition 
have come within the experience 
of all of us and it is important for 
investors to consider this factor in 
choosing investments. 

The investment banker in nego- 
tiating to finance an industria! cor- 
poration makes rigorous investiga - 
tion into present and potential 
competition that company may 
face. To give a rather far-fetched 
example of competition and its 
possible effect on investment se- 
curities, what would be the effect 
on American Telephone and Tele- 
graph stock, looked upon as a 
real investment stock, if some new, 
well - capitalized, well- organized 
corporation were to enter the pub-

Im this specific instance it 
is logical to assume that American

MINOR FACTORS 

Each and every factor has its 
place in the economic structure of 
the world. No one factor will 
make or unmake the trend of busi- 
ness, but a combination of factors 
constitute a dominating force. We 
have briefly discussed the most im- 
portant factors, but there are nu- 
merous minor factors, possibly 
| each one of which is relatively un- 


important in itself, but taken col- 
| lectively, they have a distinct bear- 
ing on the industrial outlook and 
‘therefore on our security markets.

nowmdge and patience are the 
two most important requisites for 
profitable investing. This accounts 
for the zea] with which Wall street 
and successful investors all over 
the world collect and collate eco- 
nomic facts. Knowledge or the 
lack of it, intelligence in interpret- 
ing its effect on security prices, to- 
gether with a proper consideration 
of human nature in the stock mar- 
ket, constitutes the difference be- 
tween success and failure in securi- 
ties investments. 

In considering these fundamental 
economic factors, it should be re- 
membered that the stock market 
does not say what the condition of 
business is today, but what it will 
be several months hence.

I have had numerous persons, 
both in the department and those 
having complaints against it, come 
to me and state their views about 
what should be done or not done, 
and some of them have asked me 
to talk to the Mayor or Chief of 
Police or tue Police Commission. 
With one exception I have on all 
occasions informed them that 1 
had nothing to do with such mat- 
ters: that, while I was interested 
as a citizen, still my time was so

Oaks told Jackson, the lat- 
ter said, that no former chief had 
been able to keep Margolis in uni- 
form because of his influence.

Secretary Kinney, the Mayor's

R ANNIE LAURIE ‘ | 

Some American millionaire is likely to 
buy the home of Annie Laurie. It comes far 
from being a humble cot. It is, in fact, the 
eastie of Craigdarroch, in Dumfrieshire, 
Scotiand, and it is a portly estate of 3700 
meres, including seven rich farms, a large 
grouse preserve and sundry trout streams. 
There is beside the beautiful Georgian gar- 
den surrounding the residence, which was 
laid out by the fair Annie herself when she 
was the wife of Alexander Ferguson of 
Craigdarroch.

ICENSING FIREARMS 
California's new law regulating more 
strictly the sale of firearms is now tech- 
nically in force. Unfortunately “technically 
ip force” and actually in force have not 4. 
ways in the past been the game thing when 
applied to California statutes. 

The new law is good ag far as it goes, and 
it will go pot a little way to make harder the 
path of the criminal unless it becomes a law 
im name only. It is for the police to see 
that, ip Los Angeles at least, the buyer 
and seller of firearms live up to its provl- 
sions. 

An accurate register of every firearm sold 
filed at police headquarters and the neces- 
sity of procuring a license by the buyer be- 
fore the purchase can be legally made 
should heip stop the promiscuous arming of 
crooks and bandits which has facilitated the 
operations of the burglar and the hold-up 
man and added to the risk of the peace of- 
cer. 

Disarming the Criminal is like disarming 
a belligerent uation, a potent measure for 
preserving the peace. The new State law 
will not disarm the criminal classes entire- 
ly; it will only make it harder for the thug 
and house-breaker to obtain the tools of 
their trade. Unless it is efficiently enforced 
it won't even do that. 


ENTAL DIFFERENCES 

A German psychologist, Prof. A. Wresch- 
ner, has deen carrying on extensive investi- 
gations to determine the mental differences 
between the two sexes. This is a danger- 
ous question, the existence of any difference 
having been denied by many feminists. The 
findings of the scientist, however, declare 
that, while many old ideas were incorrect, 

others had a foundation in absolute fact. 
The difference in segsitiveness between 
the two was found to be great. Women 
were far more sensitive to taste and smell, 
whereas sight and hearing were stronger 
in men. Ip the case of the former sense 
exception was made to sensitiveness to col- 
or, in favor of women, large numbers of 
men being found to be color blind. The 
somewhat unflattering deduction was made 
that women are more sensitive to anything 
connected with the emotions and men to 
those things dealing with the understanding. 
The professor decided that, although 
there was @ wide difference in gifts and 
abilities, neither sex had an advantage over 
the other, each excelling in its own field. 
In making comparisons and estimating dis- 
tances it was found that the woman invrari- 
ably showed poor results. While in the 
domaig of movement men were decidedly 
superior, it was found that women could 
move with far more precision. But at least 
the sevant handed the ladies 4 compliment 
when he stated that they were capable of 
more original thinking than men. In tests 
of psychology, showing associations of ideas. 
women were more diverse in their replies 
to given words, whereas the male students 
nearly all gave eimilar responses to the 
stimulus words. The professor concludes 
from this that it is a mistake to give men 
and women a similar education, because of 
the fundamental psychological differences 
between the two. As the subjects of these 
tests were German boys and girls and the 
latter have only recently been accorded the

AUGHING AT A COP

Au epoch-making decision has recegtly 


tecting the liberties of the citizens against 
encroachments by other civil authorities. It 
deals with the mooted question as to wheth- 
er or not a person may legally laugh long 
and loudly at a policeman. After an appeal 
frem an adverse decision to a higher court 
the opinion was set forth that it is the ino- 
alienabie right of the American to laugh 
himself into hysterics, if he gees fit, at an 
officer of the law. 

The matter was brought to a head by a 
brick, a policeman asd an overdeveloped 
funny bump. Charles Bethke of Dolten, 
III., was taking bis matutinal stroll down 
the village street recently when de saw 


constable in a manner that struck him as 
delectably funny. His shrieks of laughter 
aroused the rage of the injured limb of the 
law and he promptly haled the humorous 
oné into court. 

There he was severely reprimanded by 
the justice of the peace for bis lese majeste 
in laughing at an officer. The offense was 
characterized by the justice as a very grave 
one and, after he had roasted the guilty one 
to a pest brown, he clapped on d fine of 310 
for good measure. 

But Mr. Bethke ts not one to have his 
constitutional rights lightly trampled upon. 
He promptly appealed the case to a higher 
court. There the decision was reversed, the 
judge stating that a free-born citizen may 
snicker or laugh outright at anything from 
a policeman to a Sheriff, only judges being 
immune from laughter. The triumphant 
Doltonite returned home, free to smile when 
he chooses at the discomfiture of a mere 
limb of the law. It would certainly be hard 
on the present generation if the original 
decision had been upheld, as almost all mov- 
ing picture comedies depend largely upon 
injuries te policemen for a goodly share of 
their fun. If a brick bounced on the head

ANAMA CANAL DAY 
An anniversary of prime interest to ev. 
ery Californian has just passed unheeded by. 
On August 15, nine years ago, the Panama 
Canal was officially opened, after another 
sine years had been consumed in its con- 
struction. 

No other human feat, not even the cutting 
of the Isthmus of Suez, effected so great a 
revolution in ocean travel. It short-circuited 
the whole continent of South America and 
so started the final transference of civiliza- 
tion from the Mediterranean to the North 
Pacific. 

It offset the advantage the Suez Canal 
gave England in lopping off the obstacle of 
Africa for her ships seeking Far Eastern 
ports by eliminating the bulk of South Amer. 
ica from the trade routes between New 
York, Philadelphia and the Pacific Ocean. 
But for California the Panama Canal has a 
special significance. Without the volume of 
trade, already taxing the limit-carrying ca- 
pacity of the big ditch, Los Angeles Harbor 
would not have grown to be the first pert 
on the Pacific Coast of North America. 

How greatly the development of Southern 
California has in its turn ministered to the 
profit of the Panama Canal we car see from 
the figures published on its traffic receipts 
tor 1923. Fifty-six per cent of the tonnage 
shipped East originated in the part of Los 
Angeles. More tolls were collected from 
Los Angeles Harbor business than from any 
other of the Pacific ports.

An English peer who preferred 
to spend his days  pionecring 
through America in comic opera 
and vaudeville rather than enjoy 
easy country life in his own land, 
died yesterday in Los Angeles. He 
was Sir H. T. Smart, known to 
the theatrical profession as Charles 
Archer. | 

The titled actor died just after 
a reunion with two of the men 
with whom he had toured the 
West back in 1878. He was 70 
years of age. Mr. Smart came to 
the United States, bent on advan- 
ture, in his early youth. He came 
West with the first “Pinaford” 
company, playing Deadeye Dick in 
Deadwood, 8. D. and other rough 
and ready communities. Edward 
Moncrieff, who played Ralph Rack- 
straw in the same company, was 
visiting his old partner at the time 
of his death. 

At his deathbed also was “Big 
Bill” Diever, famous as the Shot- 
gun Editor in Charlie Hoyt's
